Baptist  Principles  and  Practices 
Regarding  The  Ordinances 

(Fourth  In  A  Series) 

The  name  “Baptist”  was  first  given  to  our  forefathers 
because  of  their  insistence  on  performing  the  Christian  rite 
of  baptism  as  they  felt  it  should  be  performed. 

These  forebears  in  the  faith  were  called  “Anabaptists” 
because  they  baptized,  or,  as  their  enemies  said,  “rebap¬ 
tized”  believers  who  had  been  sprinkled  in  infancy.  Later 
they  were  called  Baptists — a  good  name,  a  descriptve  name, 
a  scriptual  name,  and  in  time  it  has  become  an  historic  and 
heroic  name. 

Baptism  is  the  immersion  in  water  of  the  believer  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  S(mi,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

When  Jesus  was  baptized  by  John  (Matt.  3:13-17)  it 
‘  was  (1)  God’s  child  being  baptized;  (2)  God’s  num  doing 
the  baptizing;  (3)  God’s  method  by  which  it  was  done, 
and  (4)  God^  purpose  for  which  it  was  done. 

^ptists  today  seek  to  follow  his  example  and  his  in¬ 
structions  In  this  matter. 

The  act  symbolizes  remission  of  sins;  fellowship  with 
Christ  in  his  death,  burial,  and  resurrection;  and  portrays 
the  cleansing  of  regeneration  and  the  consecration  to  walk 
in  newness  of  life  with  Christ. 

The  Greek  word  which  we  translate  "baptize”  can  only 
mean  immerse,  therefore  Baptists  in  this  ordinance  are  sim¬ 
ply  doing  exactly  as  the  Master  said  do. 

The  Lord’s  Supper  is  the  second  ordinance  given  by 
our  Lord. 

Among  Baptists  it  is  served  periodically  as  a  reminder 
of  Jesus’  death  on  the  cross.  The  participants  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  are  those  who  have  been  baptized  on  a  profession  of 
their  faith,  and  who  live  in  an  orderly  manner  as  meml^rs 
of  a  New  Testament  church. 

Like  baptism  the  Lord’s  Supper  is  symbolic.  It  does 
not  regenerate.  It  does  not  secure  remission  of  sins.  The 
bread  and  wine  do  not  become  the  real  body  and  blood 
of  Christ,  nor  is  its  observance  a  repetition  of  the  sacrifice 
of  Jesus  for  the  sins  of  the  world,  as  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
sacrifice  of  the  mass. 

Baptist  practice  in  this  matter  again  is  an  outgrowth 
of  belief  that  the  Lord’s  Supper  is  observed  as  an  act  of 
obedience  and  love,  an  ordinance  whose  value  is  in  the 
truth  symbolized  rather  than  in  its  power  to  impart  grace.

Inspired  by  Biblical  parables, 
the  modern  half-hour  dramatic  episodes  are  concerned  with 
tangible  problems  of  today’s  living.  A  different  film  will  be 
shown  every  other  week.  “THIS  IS  THE  ANSWER."  as  a 
TV  series,  is  seen  on  over  200  TV  stations  throughout  the 
United  States,  Hawaii,  Australia,  Korea,  the  Philippines, 
and  South  Africa.  ^ 

Commissioner  Kross  stated  “The  Department  is  looking

The  Greatest  Baptist  Preacher

BaptisU  like  Ulking  about  great  preachers.  This  is  hardly 
surprising  when  you  consider  how  large  a  place  the  sermon  has 
In  OUT  form  ot  worship.  But  who  U  the  grsaUst  BaptUt  preacher 
ttsaeT  ThM  nueMIsn  eon  never  be  finally  setUod  beeauao 
preaching  is  so  bound  up  with  the  circumstances  of  the  time  the 
personality  of  the  preacher  and  the  atmosphere  of  expectant 
worship.  Yet  it  is  an  interesting  speculation. 

Some  would  urge  the  claims  of  Charles  Haddon  Spurgeon, 
with  his  glorious  voice  and  vivid  Illustration.  Others  would  pre¬ 
fer  John  Clifford  or  Alexander  McLaren,  or  F  B.  Myer  Still 
others  would  remind  us  that  Dr.  Billy  Graham  has  preached  to 
Ikrger  crowds  than  any  other  preacher  in  history. 

Yet  there  is  one  preacher,  largely  unknown  among  modem 
Baptists,  who  must  be  reckoned  with  In  any  speculation  about 
"the  greatest  Baptist  preacher."  1  refer  to  Robert  Hall.  Moat  Bap¬ 
tists  have  never  even  heard  of  him. 

He  was  bora  In  1764  in  Ihe  small  village  of  Arnesby.  near 
Leicester,  where  hla  father  was  the  Baptist  minister.  Hall  proved 
an  infant  prodigy  at  school  and  later,  at  university,  emerged  as 
the  ouUtanding  student  of  his  time. 

When  he  was  20  yaart  of  age  be  became  assisUnt  minister 
at  the  historic  Broadmead  Baptist  Church.  BrUtol,  and  lecturer 
at  the  nearby  Baptist  College.  He  remained  at  BrUtol  for  five 
years  hut  hU  ouUpoken  crlUcUms  of  CalvinUm  causdil  such  a 
controveray,  that,  after  months  of  acrimonious  debate,  he  re¬ 
signed  from  the  Church.  Few  famous  preachers  can  have  started 
so  badly  at  Robert  Hall. 

Within  a  few  months,  however,  he  was  called  to  the  BapUst 
Church  at  Cambridge.  Here,  In  1792.  ha  commenced  a  minUtry 
which,  within  a  few  years,  was  to  establish  him  as  the  greatest 
preacher  in  the  country, 

llall's  preaching  at  Cambridge  was  so  gripping  that  he  held 
overflowing  audiences  spellbound.  An  almost  breathless  silence 
pr^allcd  In  the  Church.  Every  eye  was  fixed  on  the  preacher, 
and  ai  ha  proclaimad  hit  masMfa,  people  would  gradually  risa 
to  their  feet,  entranced  by  hU  eloquence.  Hall  appeared  to  re¬ 
ceive  fresh  InspirsUon  from  the  response  of  the  crowd  and  would 
rise  to  still  greater  flighu  of  oratory.  When  at  last  he  closed 
the  sermon— often  abruUy— the  congregation  would  slowly  and 
reluctanUy  resume  their  seau  as  if  coming  bark  from  .n«.h-r 
world. 


Some  even  settled  in  Leicester  just  to  enjoy  his  ministry. 

Special  Preacher 

He  was,  of  course,  the  focus  of  attention  for  all  who  wanted 
an  ouUtanding  preacher  for  anniversaries,  ordinathns  and  the 
like-  Record  crowds  ware  assured  if  Robert  Hall  wu  announced 
as  the  preai'TRV.  "Rt  fm^tneetlng  the  church  was-se  ssowded  that 
props  were  placed  under  the  galleries  as  a  precaiUon  against  ac¬ 
cident.  Every  seat  was  taken  and  people  stood  in  the  aisles,  shoul¬ 
der  to  shoulder,  until  there  was  hardly  a  space  left.  Hundreds 
could  not  get  in  and  crowded  round  the  windows.  Hall  hid  the 
greatest  of  difficulty  reaching  the  pulpit.  He  told  a  friend  after¬ 
wards,  “On  reaching  the  pulpit  It  was  almost  terrific.  1  could  not 
see  the  bodies  of  the  people,  they  appeared  all  heads.  Sir— a  mass 
of  Indistinguishable  heada,  and  all  ryes  were  fixed  upon  me. 
Sir.” 

FuneraU  in  thoae  daya  were  very  lengthy  affairs  in  which 
the  sermon  had  a  major  plaoe.  If  it  was  known  that  Hall  was  to 
preach  at  a  funeral  a  large  crowd  was  assured  no  matter  who 
M'gg  being  buried.  At  the  funeral  of  an  almost  unknown  Leices¬ 
ter  citizen,  in  November,  1818,  It  was  announced  that  Hall  was 
to  preach.  'Tha  following  magazine  report  speaks  for  Itself:— 

“The  Interest  excited  at  thia  time  was  beyond  all  former 
example  in  thla  town  in  reference  to  any  privato  character  in 
the  memory  of  the  oldest  person  living.  Almost  an  hour  before 
the  commencement  of  worship  the  meeting  house  was  nearly 
fillad;  and  such  was  the  pressure  of  people  of  all  denominations 
to  gain  admittance  that  it  created  the  most  serious  alarm.  Abova 
2,000  persona  were  crowded  within  the  walls,  the  leaU  being  gen¬ 
erally  fUlad  double,  and  evary  spot  of  room  was  completely  oc- 
cupM.  Some  hundreds  waited  about  the  doors  and  the  street  ’to 
a  considerable  extent  was  blocked  up.  More  than  a  thousand  peo¬ 
ple.  it  is  btlleved,  could  not  gain  admittance  even  tonhe  chapel 
yard  and.  of  course,  were  obliged  to  retire  without  hearing  a 
word  of  the  sermon.” 

Hell  was  minister  at  Laicester  for  nearly  19  years  and  during 
that  period  was  universally  recognized  as  the  greatest  preacher 
and  the  most  Influential  Baptist  In  the  country 
Oatslde  The  Falpit 

HU  fame  as  an  orator,  howaver,  has  had  one  serious  defect. 
It  has  tended  to  overshadow  the  other  contributions  he  made  to 
the  life  of  his  denomination  and  to  the  country  as  a  whole.  For 
example,  he  was  a  pioneer  in  the  development  of  education,  penal 
reform,  trade  unlonUm  and  parliamentary  reform.  When  over- 1 


adamant,  the  assembly  order¬ 
ed  him  to  give  bond  for  his 
good  behavior  and  suspend  his 
"contemptuous  behavior  for  the 
future”  or  face  the  judgement 
of  the  court.  Then  Screven 
announced  that  he  would  “de¬ 
part  out  of  this  province."  He 
did  not  immediately  Indicate  he 
would  go. 

Ordained  in  Boston 
Screven  was  only  this  year 
ordained  by  the  First  BapUst 
Church  of  Boston  as  pastor  of 
the  church  at  KitUry.  The 
church  was  established  at  the 
time  Screven  was  ordained,  and 
before  he  returned  from  Boa- 
ton  members  af  hU  congrega-

The  proposed  legislation,  H. 

R.  4383,  would  permit  postal  of¬ 
ficials  to  hold  such  mail  while 
the  sender  was  being  investiga¬ 
ted. 

Introduced  by  Rep.  John 
Dowdy  (D.-Tex.),  the  bill  is  part 
of  a  continuing  crackdown  here 
on  obscene  literature  and  pic¬ 
tures  sent  through  the  maiL  In 
1958  Rep.  Dowdy  was  chairman 
of  a  Congressional  investigating 
committee  that  looked  xitto  the 
problem  of  pornography  in  the 
maiL 

Llndley  To  Lead 

The  bearings  on  the  proposed 
bill  will  be  conducted  by  Rep. 
Lindley  Beckworth  (D.-Tex.), 
chairman  of  a  subcommittee  of 
the  House  Post  Office  and  Civil 
Service  Committee.

It  is  the  place  where  all  mankind  can  find  a  mu¬ 
tual  inspiration.  It  is  a  seedbed  for  permanent  peace. 

Each  generation  should  bequeath  to  subsequent  generations 
something  richer  and  better.  The  mistakes  and  wrongs  commit¬ 
ted  today  against  the  Lord’s  soil  will,  in  some  instances,  take  hun¬ 
dreds  of  years  to  rectify,  and  in  others,  restoration  will  never  be 
possible.  , 

God’s  Gift 

It  has  been  Said  that  "the  soil  is  God’s  greatest  materfal  gift 
to  mankind.”  Our  greatest  material  gift  to  tomorrow’s  world  will 
be  a  fertile,  productive  soil.  Christian  stewardship  requires — de- 
mands-^hat  we  prepare,  conserve,  replenish  and  protect  God’s 
land. 

The  ancient  prophet,  Jeremiah,  registered  this  complalint 
in  chapter  12,  verses  10  and  11  of  the  book  of  Jeremiah:  “Many 
pastors  have  destroyed  my  vineyard,  they  have  trodden  my  por¬ 
tion  under  foot,  they  have  made  my  pleasant  portion  a  desolate 
wilderness.  They  have  made  it  desolate,  and  being  desolate,  it 
moumeth  unto  me;  the  whole  land  is  made  desolate,  because  no 
man  layeth  it  to  his  heart.'*
